AEI diverted KU’s coal to KU competitors.

The current action is under stay due to Horizon Natural Resources successor 
of AEI Coal Sales Company, Inc., and AEI Holding Company, Inc., Chapter 
11 filing in U. S. Bankruptcy Court. To preserve its claims, KU filed proofs 
of claim in those bankruptcies on June 11,2003 with respect to Case No. 02-

A liquidating plan was approved by the 
Bankruptcy Court and the claims process is ongoing.
